For a complete descaling, dis­ 
solve a can of household lye in live 
gallons of water. Empty the ra 
»tor 
and fill with, this solution. Drain 
after five hours of engine operation. 
An important caution: do not use 
this solution if the cylinder heads in 
your car are made of aluminum.
